On Our Western Fara. 


Announcenient by 
Wheat Board that the wheat partici- 
pation certificates issued by it to the 
farmers will, it is estimated, be worth 
not less than forty cents a_ bushel, 
came as a welcome surprise to the 
wheat growers of the country. Peo- 
ple who have followed the operations 
of the Board were confident that these 
certificates would prove of real and 
substantial value, but they hardly ex- 
pected a forty-cent per bushel value. 
This sum, added to the initial pay- 
ment on the basis of $2.15 for No, J 
Northern at Fort William, brings the 
Canadian fixed price well above the 
guaranteed minimum price in the U. 
S., and it is believed by mapy that 
in the final out-turn the average price 
received by Canadian farmers will be 
equal to the average received by the 
United States farmers. 

The announcement means that 
when final settlement is made with 
the farmers for their 1919 wheat crop 
a distribution of something like $75,- 
000,000 will take place. The three 
prairie provinces will, of course, re- 
ceive the bulk of this large sum, It 
will mean much to our farmers, will 
give an added impetus to” production 
throughout the West, and provides a 
strong argument for a continuance of 
the policy of national marketing of 
wheat, at least so long as the Europ- 
ean importing countries maintain na- 
tional buying and_selling. Those far- 
mers who followed the advice tender- 
ed in this column last year to retain 
possession of their participation cer- 
tificates, and not dispose of them to 
speculators for a nominal sum at a 
time when’ their value was problem- 
atical have good reason to congratu- 
late themselves. 


the Canadian 
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At no less than three different con- 
ferences to be held this summer the 
problem occasioned by ™ successive 
crop failures in thé drought affected 
areas of the West will receive careful 
consideration, with the object of en- 
deavoring to ascertain the best meth- 

_ods whereby this disability may be 
overcome, One such conference, to 
be attended by officials of each of the 
provincial Departments of Agriculture 
of the prarie provinces, will be held 
in Winnipeg, July 14 to 18, under the 
auspices of the Canadian Commission 
of Conservation. A second confer- 
ence, to be attended by experts and 
farmers who have succceded in the 
dry areas when most of their neigh- 
bors have failed, will be held in Sas- 
katchewan under the joint auspices 
of the provincial Department of Agri- 
culture and the provincial College of 
Agriculture. The subject will also be 
considered at the land settlement con- 
gress to be held in Regina from June 
8 to 11, at which there will be present 
representatives of the four Western 
provinces, the Dominion government, 
and, it is announced, “many of the 
greatest experts of the North Ameri- 
can continent on the subject o£ suit- 
able plants for dry areas.” 

It is known that in many of the 
so-called dry districts where crop fail- 
ures are general, certain farmers suc- 
ceeded in harvesting fairly profitable } 
crops. It is proposed to invite these’ 
men to attend one or more of these 
conferences and recite their experi- 
ences, outlining their methods of far- 
ming and the nature of the crops 
grown by them, and then to dissemin- 
ate this information among farmers 
generally in the districts referred to.

tiotic duty to perform in assisting 
these conferences by every means at 
their disposal in finding a solution of 
one of the greatest problems confron- 
ting the West. 

Although it is yet early to hazard 
a guess as to the extent of the acre- 
age to be sceded to wheat in Western 
Canada this year, it is probably quite 
safe to assume that the preliminary 
government estimates of a consider- 
able decrease in acreage are correst. 
The late season has prevented much 
spring plowing, which will result in 
a decreased wheat acreage, but re- 
ports indicate that the seed is going 
into the ground well supplied with 
moisture and under satisfactory con- 
ditions, which only requires suitable 
weather to yield a bountiful crop. At 
the same time a large decrease in the 
wheat crop of the United States is 
anticipated this year, there having 
been a heavy falling off in the winter 
wheat crop. 

One result in the West will un- 
doubtedly be a substantial increase in 
the acreage sown to oats and other 
coarse grains, This will have a hbene- 
ficial effect, ag the past few years have 
revealed a lamentable shortage of feed 
grains which has had an adverse effect 
owing to the rapid manner in which 
these western provinces are coming to 
the front in the production of live- 
stock of all classes.

It is not anticipated that the new 
industry will be of a very permanent 
character, It is intended to meet an 
abnormal situation the price of sodium 
sulphate having risen from about $3.25 
a ton before the war, to as high a 
figure as $23 and $24 a ton at the pre- 
sent time, : 

This abnormal price is ‘due to the 

practical closing down of certain che- 
mical plants, which produced sodium 
sulphates as a by-product during the 
war. 
_ According to the representative of 
the English syndicate at Calgary, the 
high price is not likely to be maintain- 
ed permanently, and when. conditions 
become normal again, the exploitation 
of the product will cease to be com- 
mercially profitable. Last year more 
than 67,000,000 pounds of sodium sul- 
phate were imported into Canada at 
the average price of $18.50. About 
one-half. of the total came from the 
United Kingdom and the other half 
from the United States. 
| Deposits of sodium sulphate are not 
jabnormal; until recently they have 
been considered worthless. Their 
value is due to the fact that the man- 
iufacture of hydro-chlorie acid practi- 
ieally ceased during the war. 

The cost of cach of the units to 
be installed at the claims north of 
Calgary will be from $10,000 to $15,- 
ooo and only abont six men will be 
required to operate each unit.
